Avoid costly bill with town's es 
ambulance subscription

LUDLOW - The last thing 
anyone would want to deal 
with after having to ride in an 
ambulance is a bill for thou- 
sands of dollars. 

Fortunately, Ludlow resi- 
dents can avoid this potential 
financial burden by subscribing 
to the annual Ambulance Ser- 
vice Program provided by the 
town’s fire department. 


LUDLOW - Recently, the 


The subscription fee will 
cost $40 per household and 
will cover any balance that the 
subscriber’s insurance compa- 
ny does not pay for ambulance 
services. If the resident has no 
insurance, the entire ambu- 
lance bill will be covered by 
the program. 

Fire Chief Ryan Pease said 
he would like to remind the 
residents that “the level of care 
that is needed on an ambulance 
could cost up to $2,000.” 





Nearly everyone who has 
coverage is still typically on 
the hook for a costly co-pay, he 
said. Those lacking coverage 
could receive a bill for thou- 
sands of dollars to cover the en- 
tire cost that comes with calling 
for an ambulance. 

“Most insurances don’t al- 


ways pay 100 percent,’ Pease 
said.

This project was the inspi- 
ration of Club President Kev- 
in A. Vestal, who said he had 
noticed that there was little or 
no safety signage around the 
parks in town, most notably 
at the corner of Cady St. and 
West St. where there is both 
an elevated park with a base- 
ball field down below. 

“It was at that very loca- 
tion that I noticed the lack of 
safety signs where children are

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Town 
running 
out of 
burial sites

LUDLOW -— It’s something 
most people don’t want to think 
about, but an issue town officials 
have no choice but to confront: 
Cemetery space is at near capac- 
ity. 

At an Oct. 23 Ludlow Board 
of Health meeting, Health Agent 
Andrea Create presented a like- 
ly solution. Crete said Director 
of Public Works/town engineer 
Michael Supernant identified a 
parcel of land near 1099 Center 
Street that could be a new public 
cemetery. 

Create’s department has ju- 
risdiction over whether or not 
the site is suitable. 

“For Mass General Law, 
Chapter. 111, Section 34, the 
BOH needs to approve of what 
that parcel of land is going to be 
used for [if it’s to be] a ceme- 
tery,’ Crete said. “The only ex- 
emption is in private property; 
If somebody wanted to be bur- 
ied of their own family’s private 
property, we wouldn’t have any- 
thing to do with that.”

LUDLOW — You like to shop small 
and buy locally-made products to support 
local artisans and entrepreneurs. 

The problem is, when it comes to 
some things — personal care items, for in- 
stance —finding them isn’t always as easy 
as walking into the neighborhood pizza 
shop or hardware store. Especially during 
a pandemic. 

That’s why Katie Chicione got cre- 
ative. 

The Ludlow native and owner of Bare 
Beauty Aesthetics at 271 East Street saw 
the need to connect customers with the 
locally-produced products they want and 
the light went on. What she came up with 
is the BB Artisan Subscription Box. Sub- 
scribers can choose from three tiers of 
plan options with ascending value. Each 
one is filled with hand-crafted products 
made and sold by local small business- 
women. 

“T came up with a subscription box 
to help promote locally-owned, wom- 
en-owned business because a lot of my 
clients were saying they want to shop 
local, but they didn’t know where to find 
local businesses, especially with the pan- 
demic,’ Chicione said. 

“It’s been hard on a lot of business 
owners,” she said about the economic 
fallout that has lingered over the retail 
landscape for most of the year. 

“So I wanted to find a way to help 
and my idea was to come up with the 
subscription box. Every month I feature a 
different business in the box. In Novem- 
ber there’ll be products from four differ- 
ent business owners in the box. And then 
in December, [items from] at least three 
or four different business owners in that 
box. The idea is to showcase what’s being 
created locally.” 

If subscribers like what’s in the box 
and want more, they can buy directly 
from a featured business. And each month 
there’s something new and different to 
try. 

“You never know what you're getting,

so each month is a surprise!” Chicione 
said. “So it’s fun and you’re supporting 
local businesses.” 

It all starts with some research. Chi- 
cione identifies artisans — all are female 
small business owners — who want to par- 
ticipate. Nothing goes into the box Chi- 
cione, a highly-trained aesthetician with 
multiple certifications, wouldn’t use her- 
self. After quality assurance, she consults 
with the business owner and then careful- 
ly curates the right mix of offerings for 
that month’s BB Box. 

“After I contact the business owners I 
try to see what products would work well 
in the box and we collaborate. I give them 
some ideas and they give me ideas and 
what I do is put descriptions in the box of 
each product, the names of the business- 
es, what they do and you get a glimpse of 
what they’re all about. And then subscrib- 
ers can purchase it through them.” 

Packed with what Chicione calls 
“self-care” products, the subscription 
boxes include a surprise within a surprise. 
For example, one woman she works with 
created inspirational positivity cards. 

“There’s thirty of them and they’re re- 
ally cute. So every day someone will grab 
a card with a new phrase on it and that’s 


their inspiration for the day,’ Chicione 
said. 
Spoiler alert: Some upcoming 


BB subscription boxes will showcase 
hand-knitted alpaca wool socks and 
hand-warners, macaroons, chocolates and 
other artisan goodies. Some of them are 
innovative for these particular times. 

“One makes natural elderberry syrup 
that she made into a spray that you can 
use on your mask to make it smell better,’ 
Chicione said. 

“It’s not just ‘beauty’ products,’ she 
explained. “I call it ‘self-care,’ and that 
can be a range of different things.” 

Also, there are bonus items, including 
extra samples and Beauty Bucks that can 
be redeemed at Bare Beauty. 

Chicione does all the packing herself 
and even delivers them personally, within 
10 miles of her Ludlow shop, if request- 
ed. Packages can be shipped in or outside

that zone or curbside pick-up can be ar- 
ranged. 

What might come as a surprise to 
some people is that Chicione, an astute 
businesswoman, does not make money 
off the BB Artisan Subscription Box- 
es. All profits go back to her small busi- 
ness partners. That won’t be a surprise to 
people who know her. Chicione remains 
community-oriented and represents what 
she says she appreciates most about her 
hometown: 

“The loyalty of people here,” she said. 

She’s always looking for ways to give 
back and this past year sewed hundreds of 
masks she gave away to nursing homes, 


schools, and essential workers. What she 
strives to do daily is find ways to help lift 
others up. 

“That’s the main focus, to promote 
other business owners in our local area 
and show everyone what these small 
businesses are doing. I’m pretty much 
just trying to be the voice for local, wom- 
en-owned businesses.” 

With retail dominated by the Amazons 
of the world, Chicione is trying to shift the 
focus “back to our community and the best 
way to do that is getting more people to 
shop from these small, local businesses.” 

Recently, Chicione brought on four 
young brand ambassadors who promote 
the businesses she works with by creating 
unboxing videos and other fun social me- 
dia content. 

On the surface, this probably wouldn’t 
be the career most people would have 
projected for someone who earned a de- 
gree in sports management. Look a little 
deeper and it makes sense. 

“ve always wanted to own my own 
business, but I didn’t know what it was,” 
Chicione said. “I’ve always been look- 
ing for a way to make a difference, I love 
communicating with people and I love 
to make people feel better about them- 
selves.” 

It appears she found her niche.

LUDLOW - The first annual Mr. 
Hockey golf tournament, named 
in honor of the late Tony Costa of 
Ludlow, was held recently. The 
event was created by Dave Sepanek 
and others to celebrate the legacy 
of Costa, a legendary local hockey 
coach, and help young players who 
need financial assistance to purchase 
equipment.

$10G in COVID relief still available for local businesses

LUDLOW — Local small busi- 
nesses in need of an economic boost 
can apply for a portion of more than 
$700,000 in COVID-19 relief money 
that’s still available. 

The Quaboag Valley Community 
Development Corporation has begun 
to accept applications for Microenter- 
prise assistance, which 1s part of the 
Massachusetts Community Develop- 
ment Block Grant COVID-19, last 
month. 

The monetary micro-enterprise 
assistance, available across Belcher- 
town, Hampden, Hardwick, Ludlow, 
Palmer and Ware, is awarded to eli- 
gible applicants on a first-come ba- 
sis. Palmer Community Development 
Director Sarah Szczebak, who has 
been administering micro-enterprise 
assistance funds for Palmer, said as 
of Monday, 13 applications from 
businesses in Belchertown, Ludlow, 
Palmer, Ware, and Hampden have 
been received. 


As for a deadline, Szczebak said 
there is none — if money from the 
grant is still available. 

“T don’t think that’s going to 
happen in the near future, since it’s 
$10,000 per applicant and we have 
13 applications,” said Szczebak. “It’s 
$700,000 total, so we’ ll get there, but 
it'll be a while before all of the mon- 
ey 1S spent.” 

Regarding the importance of busi- 
nesses applying to grants, Szczebak 
said this opportunity provided by the 
QVCDC should be taken advantage 
of, for a variety of reasons. 

“T think this funding is important, 
not just because it will help the busi- 
nesses, but also the employees and 
the community in general, by keep- 
ing them going during such a difficult 
time,” said Szczebak. 

As previously reported, to be con- 
sidered for financial assistance, busi- 
nesses must be owned by someone 
who has a low-to-moderate income 
and five or fewer employees. Funds 
awarded will be comesurate with 
the amount of income lost due to 


COVID-19. 

Eligible businesses must also be 
for-profit only, located in one of the 
participating towns, provide goods or 
services to multiple customers, must 
be currently in operation and have 
been established prior to Jan. 1, 2019. 

Other qualifications include the 
potential business currently being in 
good standing with the state and city/ 
town, have paid all taxes due through 
Mar. 1, 2020, have active and valid 
state licenses/registrations and not a 
party of litigation involving the state 
or another municipality. 

Bbusinesses that are not eligible 
include real estate rentals/sales busi- 
nesses, businesses owned by people 
under the age of 18, businesses that 
are chains, package stores, weapons/ 
firearms dealers, lobbyists, and can- 
nabis-related businesses.

Advocates dispute numbers, tell MassDOT to go forward

PALMER — The public had its first 
in-depth look at the draft study of build- 
ing a rail link connecting Pittsfield to 
Boston with several stops along the way, 
including Palmer. 

Reaction was mixed. 

MassDOT officials walked anyone 
interested through the entire draft, which 
included three alternatives culled from 
about a couple dozen, in a 90-minute 
presentation streamed on Zoom recently. 
Local advocates want the state to create 
a service that wouldn’t be as fast, but 
would come online faster and at a lower 
cost than a high-speed rail. They insist 
there would be enough riders to justify 
building it. 

That estimated ridership number 
could be revised in the final report due 
out Nov. 30 and if not, it could be includ- 
ed in one of several subsequent reports 
MassDOT recommends. 

Release of the draft study started the 
clock on a 30-day public comment peri- 
od that ends Nov. 19. 

“There’s a lot to celebrate, but there 
are a lot of significant gaps and one is 
the ridership estimates are too low,’ state 
Sen. Eric Lesser said after the presenta- 
tion. “Hopefully they’ll take that back 
and make those updates.” 

Lesser, Sen. Anne Gobi, along with 
town officials and citizen advocates, 
have been ushering the idea of the new 
rail line through the early planning phase 
while working to build support both at 
the grassroots level, in the Legislature, 
and with the state’s congressional delega- 
tion. 

“Experts have weighed in and said the 
ridership estimates are not accurate and 
need to be revised,’ Lesser said.

“They used the Hartford to Spring- 
field rail as one of their metrics for com- 
parison. No one would compare Hart- 
ford-Springfield to  Boston-Pittsfield. 
Boston is a much bigger city and signifi- 
cantly more congested.” 

Ben Hood, co-founder of Citizens for 
a Palmer Rail Stop, is similarly peeved 
by the metrics and the ridership projec- 
tions. Both he and Lesser said they sus- 
pect MassDOT is purposely low-balling 
the number so it can ultimately be used 
as an excuse to scrap the project. 

“It’s not comparable,’ Hood said this 
week. 

“Now [MassDOT) is playing this 
game that ‘we studied it and now we 
want to study it some more.’ Fundamen- 
tally, you need to shift the discussion to 
getting this train service at a reasonable 
cost so we can get it started. It’s outra- 
geous that you can’t connect the three 
largest cities in New England.” 

Hood said an earlier draft had even 
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lower rider projections that were vigor- 
ously challenged. 

“They were four-to-five times lower 
then and the only reason they went high- 
er was because of the absolute push-back 
by planners from around New England,” 
Hood said. 

He takes solace in the hope that there 
will be a massive federal infrastructure 
plan in the near future and that some of 
the funding will be earmarked toward 
construction of a Boston to Pittsfield rail- 
road. U.S. Rep Richard Neal has previ- 
ously said he’s in favor of it. 

“T think the biggest person we need 
to work with right now is Congressman 
Neal,” Hood said. “He is the key.” 

The Western Mass Rail Coalition, 
which is in favor of a moderate speed 
train that would travel in the neighbor- 
hood of 90 mph and could be completed 
faster and cheaper than a high-speed rail, 
envisions six round trips a day between 
Boston, Framingham, Worcester, Palm- 
er, Springfield, Hartford and New Haven 
with connecting trains from Springfield 
to Chester, Pittsfield and Albany, New 
York. 

Major points 

Although a handful of public offi- 
cials attended the meeting, most of the 
145 people who logged on for it were 
private citizens. Using slides to highlight 
the study’s findings and conclusions, the 
presenters explained their methods, and 
seemed to be making a conscious effort 
to distill some technical data into lan- 
guage more accessible to people not fa- 
miliar with planning and government jar- 
gon. 

Cost estimates varied among the al- 
ternatives from $2.4 to $4.6 billion. So- 
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phie Cohen, who works with the consult- 
ing firm hired to assist MassDOT with 
the study, was tasked with providing the 
benefit-cost analysis. She provided a 
snapshot of how she arrived at her find- 
ings. 

“We look at a handful of the benefits,” 
she said. 

“One is travel time. And it’s based on 
the ridership we are expecting to get for 
each of the alternatives, as well as how 
much time they are expected to save on 
average per rider. We add all of those up, 
and then we apply a federally provided 
value of travel time savings. Similarly, 
for safety, really for safety — for most of 
the rest of the categories, safety, vehicle 
operating cost savings, pavement damage 
— we are calculating the automobile vehi- 
cle miles traveled that would be saved by 
people taking rail instead, and applying 
some values for how many car accidents 
we think that will prevent, how much 
pavement, maintenance and gas and all 
of that, damage to the roadway and au- 
tomobile emissions. On the flip side of 
that, we do also have to take into consid- 
eration the fact that there’s some of those 
things associated with the additional rail. 
There’s a risk of additional rail incidents. 
Risk of additional emissions associated 
with the rail. That’s all taken into account 
here as well. And then we add all of that 
up.” 

Ethan Britland, MassDOT co-project 
manager, said even more data is needed 
to give state lawmakers who will ulti- 
mately if the project goes forward a more 
accurate forecast of the impact. 

“So we wanted to recommend that 
more detailed study of economic and 
community benefits 1s conducted,” Brit- 
land said. 

“We looked at the alternatives in the 
context of a BCA because that’s the fed- 
eral process for competitive funding. But 
we understand that there are other things 
such as the transformative nature of a 
west-east rail service: jobs, real estate, 
housing. So we understand that there 
are other things that could be looked at 
in more detail. And so while this study 
identified opportunities, benefits, impacts 
and challenges for west to east passen- 
ger rail service, MassDOT acknowledges 
that there’s further planning phase work 
that’s necessary to better understand 
some of the unknowns before we can ini- 
tiate a project.” 

Making their pitch 

Ludlow resident Andre Ferrara said 

he’s an example of someone who prefer

What helps 
voters decide?

Like any American who cares about this coun- 
try, I have a deep interest in the results of this elec- 
tion. But as a politician (I think one never really 
retires from that job), I take a professional interest, 
as well. Not only for policy or partisan concerns, 
but because I’m always interested in how people 
make up their minds on how to vote. 

This is an occupational hazard, I think. I was 
on the ballot 34 times over the course of my ca- 
reer and have spent a lot of time thinking about 
why people vote as they do. To be sure, we each 
have our own reasons for where we come down: 
sometimes based on policy preferences, sometimes 
because projects we care about will be advanced 
by voting a certain way, sometimes because there’s 
one issue we care about above all others. Still, I 
think there’s one key factor that doesn’t get taken 
as seriously as it should: likability. 

We’ve all heard this notion expressed as, 
“Who’d you rather have a beer with?’ Or, as a 
group of Democratic women who were planning 
to vote for Ronald Reagan once explained, they 
liked the unfailingly gracious and courteous way 
he treated his wife, Nancy. 

This is not frivolous. ’d argue, in fact, that 
“likability” is actually a complex decision. We 
tend, for instance, to like people who are positive, 
constructive, and forward-looking, and who enun- 
ciate or profess a feeling of hope. The Rev. Jesse 
Jackson used to have a phrase he used,““Keep hope 
alive.” Whatever you thought about his politics, 
that optimistic, forward-looking view appealed to 
a lot of people. 

We also, whether we know it or not, pay atten- 
tion to authenticity. It’s a favorite word in politics 
these days, but I think it’s always been the case 
that we want candidates who are not fake and who 
give you a sense of a genuine personality under- 
girding their public persona. We know it intuitive- 
ly, and it plays a role in whether or not we like 
someone. 

There’s a policy element to all this, as well, in 
that we like people who have views and values we 
can relate to. Or, to put it another way, we don’t 
favor candidates whose values are alien to ours. 
Nobody fits our likes and dislikes perfectly, but we 
make judgments on candidates based on whether 
they more closely align with our values than the 
other candidate does. 

We also judge “likability” by whether or not 
we think a candidate is going to serve our in- 
terests.We evaluate them on whether they hold 
roughly the same goals and interests we do, and if 
so,we’re much more likely to support them. Which 
is also why we want our candidates to be reliable 
and steady in their views. We want officeholders 
we can trust, not people who jump all over, saying 
one thing one day and another the next. 

I think Americans also prefer candidates who 
display a basic sense of honesty and decency, 
who possess a strong moral compass, and who 
show compassion for people who are struggling in 
their lives. This does not mean we always vote for 
them—political circumstances or straight-on polit- 
ical calculation can get in the way—but I believe 
that for most Americans, those qualities matter a 
great deal. 

Clearly, a lot goes into whether or not a candi- 
date is likable, and one voter’s gut sense will differ 
from another’s. But I can tell you that right now, 
candidates for office all over the country are fo- 
cused on this question. 

Campaigning is a matter of going from one 
group to another, sometimes small, sometimes 
large and the question always on your mind is how 
you appeal to this group or person, and how you 
make yourself likable to them. In the wake of the 
election, the winners will be patting themselves on 
the back for having figured it out. And the losers 
will be left wondering how they might have be- 
haved differently...and been more likable.

An iconic song and an iconic tree 
commemorate Veterans Day 


As we move closer to 
Veterans Day, our thoughts 
turn to the many men and 
women who serve or have 
served our country, and how 
we can best remember and 
support them. I think back 
to when I was a young adult 
and a mother from town tied 
yellow ribbons all over Ware 
to support her son who was 
serving overseas. I also re- 
member the fad of those lit- 
tle yellow magnetic ribbons 
that folks put on their bumper as a show 
of solidarity. Did you ever wonder where 
“tie a yellow ribbon” came from? Read 
on to learn a bit of trivia about an iconic 
song and an iconic tree. 

We’ve all heard the 70s song, sung 
by Tony Orlando and Dawn that pop- 
ularized the yellow ribbon and made it 
the folk symbol that it is today. Legend 
has it that the inspiration for the song 
did come from a convict, released from 
prison and on a long bus ride home. His 
wife was instructed to tie a yellow rib- 
bon around the oak tree in the center of 
town if she wished to give him a second 
chance. If he saw it then he knew to get 
off the bus. Reportedly the tree was cov- 
ered in yellow ribbons! 

In 1981, eight years after the song’s 
initial release, it rose in popularity once 
again. The yellow ribbon became a sym- 
bol of loyalty and patriotism for the 52 
American hostages being held in Iraq. 
“Tf you still want me, whoa, tie a yellow 
ribbon ‘round the ole oak tree.” 

I thought it fitting that the oak tree 
was chosen to bear such an important 
symbol of our culture. It is a tall, state- 
ly tree and its wood is stronger and more 
durable than that of most trees, yet to 
me it is humble. At the height of foli- 
age season an oak doesn’t shout “look at 
me!” like other trees do. It simply waits 
for the hoopla put on by the maples to 
pass, and then it delights us with a subtle 
beauty that is equally appealing. 

Here are some oak tree statistics: 
There are some 450 species of oak. 
Some of them are evergreen, holding 
onto their leaves throughout the winter 
months. These oaks are located in the 
more southern, warmer regions of our 
country. Even though our oaks are de- 
ciduous, it takes a long time for them 
to completely defoliate. Sometimes it 1s 
the next season’s emerging leaves that fi- 
nally push the old ones off. This year it 
took an October snowfall.

Did you know that oaks 
get struck by lightning 
more than any other tree? 
This is likely due to their 
height, some topping over 
80 feet at maturity. 

The oak is a member 
of the beech or Fagaceae 
family. One unique feature 
that the oak has and other 
members of the family do 
not is that its nut is carried 
in a cap. The nut and cap 
together are called an acorn. 
Acorns are a valuable food source for 
wildlife. Wild turkey, deer, larger song- 
birds and squirrels among others depend 
on the nut for surviving the winter. One 
way to tell the difference between spe- 
cies of oak tree is by their acorns. Exam- 
ine how they wear their “cap.” The cap 
of the white oak is about one-quarter the 
size of the oblong shaped nut. The red 
oak, on the other hand, has a squatty, 
saucer-like cap covering a more globose 
shaped nut. 

Most oaks tolerate transplanting the 
best when they are young and small in 
size. The pin oak is one exception; its 
shallow, fibrous root system allows it to 
be transplanted as a larger specimen. For 
this reason, the pin oak is widely used 
for home landscaping. It is also highly 
sought after because of its unique, py- 
ramidal shape: the lowest branches are 
pendulous, the middle are horizontal and 
the top are upright. 

Did you know that cork is harvested 
from the bark of a species of oak tree? 
Yes, the cork oak grows in Spain, Portu- 
gal and parts of Northern Africa. 

The oak tree can grow to be very 
old. At the writing of my reference book 
back in 1983, there was a 400-year-old 
white oak growing in Maryland by the 
name of the Wye Oak. It topped off at 95 
feet tall, 165 feet wide and eight feet in 
diameter. 

This Veteran’s Day, why not tie a 
yellow ribbon ‘round your oak tree or 
better yet, thank a veteran for his or her 
service.

The town’s subscription 
covers all residents in the 
subscriber’s home. 

“It'll cover anybody that 
lives in the household that’s 
listed, for a period of a year, 
for anytime that they would 
use a local fire department 
ambulance for emergency 
use,” he Pease said. 

This is not a new sub- 
scription offer, but even 
those who took advantage of 
it last year need to renew it 
for 2021. 

By Dec. 31, 2020, all 
current ambulance subscrip- 
tions will expire. 

“Residents can sign up 
at any time during the year, 
but it will only cover them 
after their payment,’ Pease 
said. “It doesn’t retroac- 
tively cover them, so if they 
forget to sign up, they’re 
not covered until they pay.” 

Residents should have 
received an ambulance 
subscription form on_ be- 
fore Oct. 21, but those who 
did not receive a form and 
are interested in signing up 
for the service can navigate 
to the fire department’s 
page on the town’s website 
at ludlow.ma.us or call the 
department at 413-583- 
8332. You can get more 
information before decid- 
ing whether or not to sub- 
scribe. 

If you do want to sign 
up, the $40 can be paid 
with MasterCard, VISA, 
American Express, — or 
Discover if using a cred- 
it or debit card. Electronic 
checks are also excepted. 
Checks can be left in the 
fire department’s drop box 
at 57 Center St., Ludlow.

to ride a train to work rather than drive. 

“T commute to right outside of Gov- 
ernment Station in Boston daily. And I 
see the one hour and 37 minute mark for 
the best option from Springfield to Bos- 
ton,” he said. 

“And if you look at the time that 
it takes to actually drive to Boston it is 
convincing to actually use the rail. Now, 
I know you used existing numbers that 
you guys have for commuting to fore- 
cast what the ridership would be, but that 
doesn’t take into consideration where, if 
you could reduce the time on these trips, 
it would actually drive up the use and de- 
crease carbon emissions for people tak- 
ing trains versus rail.” 

He also expressed a desire to see the 
state prioritize “Western Mass a little bit 
more.” 

Donald Blais, a Palmer resident who 
has helped push for the study, said he 
wants less talk and more action. 

“We can’t delay any longer,’ Blais 
said. 

Chester Selectman Rich Holzman 
and Finance Committee member Bob 
Daley both talked about what creating 
the rail line will mean for their town. Da- 
ley, who said Chester would be “the fu- 
ture rail hub for the 21 hill towns,’ even 
borrowed from a famous Winston Chur- 
chill speech and injected a bit of snark — 
and some anger — to make his point.

CHICOPEE — The Ludlow 
girls varsity soccer team hadn’t 
suffered a loss and they hadn’t 
given up a goal in the first six 
matches of the regular season. 

While the Lady Lions did re- 
main unbeaten with a 4-1 road 
win over the Chicopee Lady 
Pacers last Wednesday after- 
noon, they did give up their first 
goal of the season at the start of 
the second half.

More ‘red communities as 
fall season winds down

REGION — More commu- 
nities in Western Massachu- 
setts have gone “into the red” 
during the past week thanks to 
what government officials are 
describing as increase in gath- 
erings where people are not 
observing proper safety proto- 
cols. 

The actions have filtered 
down to high school sports as 
some communities in the red 
are forced to postpone or can- 
cel action. 

Holyoke has fully canceled 
the remainder of its fall sports 
season after spending three 
consecutive weeks labeled as 
“high-risk” for COVID-19 
spreading. Holyoke was in 
the red for the fourth time last 
Thursday. 

Joiming Holyoke, however, 
are a whole host of communi- 
ties in the region. Last Thurs- 
day, it was revealed Agawam, 
Westfield, West Springfield, 
Granby, and Palmer had 
joined Holyoke with the des- 
ignation. Chicopee remained 


in the red for a second straight 
week. Monson was red last 
week, and managed to move 
down a category to the yel- 
low, moderate risk, designa- 
tion. 

Per the results of the latest 
numbers, Granby and Palmer 
have temporarily ceased oper- 
ations for at least a week, and 
two in the case Granby. 

Athletic Director Alison 
Jordan said Granby will not 
be able to play high school 
sports for at least two weeks. 
Granby fit in a pair of soccer 
games with South Hadley last 
Wednesday afternoon prior to 
the state numbers coming out. 
Because of daily COVID-19 
test numbers coming in, Gran- 
by town officials were aware 
of the fact the town would 
soon be labeled high-risk. This 
is the second time Granby 1s 
in the red. It happened prior to 
the high school season in early 
September, but only lasted for 
one week.

Stay safe when using outdoor heaters 


REGION — Portable propane patio 
heaters and outdoor heaters are becoming 
increasingly popular at restaurants and 
on backyard patios. But it is critical that 
anyone using an outdoor heater under- 
stands how to use it properly and safely. 

While there are seven general safety 
tips that apply to all outdoor heaters, it’s 
important for businesses and consum- 
ers to know which type of heater they 
have. “Outdoor propane heaters work by 
different methods and emit heat by con- 
vection, forced air, or through infrared 
heating,” said Leslie Anderson, president 
and CEO at the Propane Gas Association 
of New England. “They also vary in ca- 
pacity, output adjustability, size, and ca- 
pability to heat areas of differing square 
footage.” 

No matter which model you use, the 
Propane Gas Association of New En- 
gland says everyone needs to follow 
these tips for outdoor heater safety. And 


always refer to your owner’s manual for 
information specific to your model. 

1. Do not operate or light the heater 
if you smell gas. Propane has a distinct 
odor that everyone should be familiar 
with, and care should be taken when 
changing propane cylinders and lighting 
the heater. Heater manufacturers have 
specific instructions for changing pro- 
pane tanks and lighting the heater that 
should always be followed. 

2. These heaters are for outdoor use 
only, never for indoor use. Outdoor heat- 
ers may seem like a suitable replacement 
indoor heat source, but they should never 
be used in enclosed areas. 

3. Outdoor propane heaters should be 
turned off and disconnected prior to relo- 
cation. Outdoor propane heaters offer the 
convenience of portability and mobility. 
Though moving them is a simple task, 
doing so while a propane outdoor heater 
is in use could create a potentially unsafe 


Smola helped pass additional unemployment 
benefits for 17,000 residents 


BOSTON — State Rep. Todd M. 
Smola (R-Warren, Ranking Member, 
Committee on Ways & Means) along 
with their colleagues in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature on Monday, Oct. 
26, passed An Act relative to addi- 
tional unemployment benefits for the 
neediest recipients currently excluded 
from the Lost Wages Assistance pro- 
gram, which would enhance unem- 
ployment benefits for 17,000 people in 
Massachusetts by as much as $1,800 
each. 

The House and Senate approved 
the payout of additional unemploy- 
ment benefits to Massachusetts 
residents who did not qualify for 
enhanced federal unemployment ben- 
efits over the summer. The legislation 
authorizes an increase to unemploy- 
ment compensation for every recipi- 
ent in Massachusetts not receiving at 
least $100 in weekly benefits. This 
enhancement would apply retroac- 
tively to approximately17,000 recipi- 
ents. 


Smola said these additional funds 
will help individuals and _ families 
pay for food, rent and other expenses 
during the ongoing COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Under the federal Lost Wages As- 
sistance Program, individuals collect- 
ing unemployment were provided with 
an additional $300 in weekly benefits 
over a six-week period this summer, 
beginning at the end of July and run- 
ning through the first week of Septem- 
ber. However, these federal funds were 
made available only to those individu- 
als who were already receiving at least 
$100 in state unemployment benefits. 
After recording double-digit unem- 
ployment figures over the summer, the 
state’s jobless rate dropped to 9.6 per- 
cent in September, with 365,400 resi- 
dents out of work. 

The governor signed the legislation 
into law on Monday. For additional

4. Keep outdoor heaters away from 
exits. Regulations require that portable 
outdoor propane heaters “shall not be 
located within five feet of exits from an 
assembly occupancy.” This is to prevent 
heaters from being bumped or knocked 
over by people entering or exiting the 
building. 

5. Only use outdoor patio heaters on 
flat, stable surfaces, away from foot traf- 
fic. Do not place heaters anywhere unsta- 
ble, in high-traffic areas, or in the path to 
primary exits. 

6. Keep heaters away from flamma- 
bles. Each manufacturer has specific re- 
quirements for how close heaters can be 
to combustible materials like paper, and 
items that might melt, like tents or plas- 
tics. Make sure that you are familiar with 
the manufacturer’s recommendations on 
distance requirements. 

7. Never store propane cylinders in- 


doors. Always store propane cylinders 
upright with the valve facing up, on a 
firm level surface, in an area with plen- 
ty of ventilation. Cylinders that are not 
in use should be stored at least 20 feet 
away from heaters that are being used, 
and a minimum of 10 feet away from any 
source of ignition such as smoking areas 
or air conditioning/refrigeration equip- 
ment. 

Propane is green sustainable ener- 
gy, and an Environmental Protection 
Agency-designated clean fuel. Using 
propane reduces greenhouse gas emis- 
sions.
